IN ALL LINES. 



London-, Jan. 7. — Advices from Boulogne 
are to tho effect that Mr. O'Brien, at his 
own request hus been authorized to ask Mc- 
Carthy to retire from the chairmanship of 
the anti-Parnell section of the Irish. Na- 
tional party in favor of John Dillon, or, 
should Mr. O'Brien prefer, in fuvor of him- 
self. Mr. O'Brien announces that his con- 
ferences with Mr. Purnell have been con- 
cluded. Negotiations with McCarthy will 
follow. 

Boulogne, Jan. 7.— In an interview this 
evening, O'Brien said: "lean say nothing 
except to eat: cat our friends and a portion 
of the English press to exercise patience 
pending the present discession of most deli- 
cate mutters in regard to the welfare of 
Ireland." 

Lon don, Jan. 7.— The MoCarthyitea held 
a conferenoeut the National Liberal Club to 
discuss tho situation as modified by the 
telegram from Boulogne. A majority of the 
members present regarded the proposed 
settlement as satisfactory, und the senti- 
men t was expressed that there need be no 
feat' that the MeCurthyites would take any 
action tending to weaken the alliuueu be- 
tween the Irish und Gludstoniun parties. 

O'Brien and McCarthy will have an inter- 
view at Boulogne to-morrow when it is ex- 
pected that a Final settlement of the matter 
will be reached, subject i to Gladstone's re- 
cent proposal. The Parnellites aro pledged 
to abandon Parnell if he proves insincere in 
carrying out his part of the programme. 

D.llon lias cabled his approval of tho plan 
for Purnell's temporary retirement, and the 
election of O'Brien us chairman, Negotia- 
tions are now to follow with McCarthy for 
his consent to the arrangement, 

In an interview after the conference, 
O'Brien snid, " My conferences with Parnell 
are finished," Gill said, "I am not at liberty 
to speak except to say that a peaceful com- 
mencement may bo expected." 

RECEIVED WITH MIXED FEELINGS. 

London, Jan. 7. — The news from Boul- 
ogne announcing that Parnell and O'Brien 
have arrived at an understanding has been 
received by the Irish leaders on this side of 
the Channel with mix. i".*>lliigs. Heuly is 
strong in his opposition to recognition what- 
ever of Parnell, and ex-presaes himself hurt 
because O'Brien consented to consult with 
his former leader. Healy declares that 
McCarthy ought to stick to thn leadorship, 
which, in the gcnerul opinion, means for 
Healy the actual control of affairs; 
hut Healy has also given his friends 
to understand that if McCarthy does retire, 
that he (Healy) is the candidate for the 
place. Tlie consensus of opinion in the 
Irish party, however, is against Healy's 
views, and favorable to tho compromise and 
election to tlie leadership of some man who 
has not incurred the hostility nf either side. 
The Parnellites are well content with the 
situation. John O'Connor says it would be 
madness for the anti- Parnellites to try to 
couple O'Brien In their ostracism ; that 
linen's voice from jail would drown all 
the appeals of tlie Healyitcs. Everybody 
credits Parnell with having gained u de- 
cided advantage. If tlie Boulogne terms 
uro accepted, he gets rid of McCarthy's 
leadership, and if tliey aro not, he has 
O'Brien for an ally und follower in future. 
LIBERAL DISSENT, 

London', Jan. 7. — -Loud notes of dissent 
are already heard from the Liberal national 
headquarters in London, owing *.o what is 
believer] to ho O'Brien's surrender to Pur- 
no'!. Ruoh action is recognized as a severe 
blow at the Liberal party's chances of re 
gaining the position uf advantage which it 
seemed to have reached just belore the un- 
fortunate O'Shon scandal upset the situa- 
tion. Tho supposition that Gladst no will 
secretly consent to any arrangement, where- 
by Parnell is to retain n commanding in- 
fluence in the Irish party, is scouted by 
many, but finds believers in other quarters, 
McCarthy's desire for peace, Ills confidence 
in O'Uricn and his own dislike for the bur- 
dens of leadership, all arc believed to in- 
dicate the probability that he will consent 
to retire in O'Brien's fuvor.

Closer Trade Relations with Mexico— Viola- 
tions of the Customs Tariff— The U. 8.

Ottawa, Out., Jan. 7.— Tho decision of 
the Washington authorities to establish 
marine post offices means the adoption of 
the Bystcin discarded by Canada, two years 
ago, when it was found more convenient to 
sort t ho mails in England und on the rail- 
ways, after their arrival in Canada, than 
on ship-board. 

Several cases of violation of the customs 
tariff have been brought to the attention of 
the minister. Persons import goods free 
for specific purposes, and divert them to 
other uses. 

Arthur Stanley, second son of tho Gov- 
ernor-General, leaves for England, on Fri- 
day, to take a position in the Foreign Of- 
fice.

London, Jan. 6. — Solicitor - General 
Clarke, speaking at Plymouth to-nigh;, 
said with reference to the Behring's Sea 
dispute that Lord Salisbury was only as- 
serting the doctrine laid down by tho 
United States government, years ago, name- 
ly, that no nation could claim sovereignty 
over the open sea. It was to be hoped that 
Lord Salisbury's offer would be accepted, 
hut if an English vessel was seized on tho 
high seas and violence used towards British 
subjects, ono fatal half hour would put it 
boyond the power of the two countries to 
settle the difficulty by arbitration. 

The Press association announces that tho 
forty-page dispatch received from Blaine 
December 30 last, from Washington City, 
does not contain a definite acceptance of 
Salisbury's proposals for arbitration on the 
main question, that of the right of British 
sealers to catch seals in Behring's Sea. The 
association says that Blaine discuBses only 
a subsidiary point, arbitration on the time 
of closing the sealing season. The usacoia- 
tion adds : " Blaine has not replied to 
Pauncefote's note of June last, in which 
the latcer says Her Majesty's government 
must hold the government of the United 
States responsible for the consequanees 
arising from acts of interference with Brit- 
ish vessels contrary to the principles of in- 
ternational law. 

The St. James Gazette, to-day, says : 
" Wc accept the official denial in regard to 
the Behring Sea troubles, but why is the 
United States navy being massed in Pacific 
waters unless it is to make Behring Sea a 
mare claumim? Tlie officers of the Ameri- 
can navy do not act upon rumors printed 
in the papers." 

The Pall Mall Gazette says : " Blaine ob- 
viously means to try more "bounce" for 
the sake of making political capital. Wo 
are convinced, however, that the Ameri- 
cans will not support him. It is imperative 
to arbitrate the matters in dispute." 

Tlie Globo says it attributes the friction 
to Blaine's " bragging spread-eagleism," 
and it is of tlie opinion, in view of the pos- 
sible though unlikely American display of 
force in liehring Sea, that Great Britain 
ought instantly to strengthen her Pacific 
squadron. The (Hobo also advocates a set- 
tlement of all tho mutters in dispute by 
means of arbitration. 

The Post says: "Englishmen can afford 
to treat with indifference the tactics of thu 
Blaine wire pullers. Hard words break no 
bones. We are not unaccustomed to hear 
ourselves roundly abused for the deficit of 
this or that political party in America, but 
we give Americans the credit that they will 
not allow any politician to goad England in- 
to a quarrel which, whatever its issue, will 
be disastrous to all concerned." 

Sir Charles Tup per, Canadian commis- 
sioner here, says he does not believe the 
United States is massing a fleet to attack 
foreign vessels. He thinks tlie American 
governments statements on the Behring's 
Sea controversy may have been circulated 
for election purposes. 

A CONFERENCE. 

Washington City, Jan. 7. — Secretary 
Blaine, it is said, has arranged for a confer- 
ence in this city between representatives of 
the United States and Great Britain on tho 
seal fishing questions in. Behring's. Sea. It 
will be held within a month, probably, and 
Sir Charles Tapper is said to be tho head of 
the foreign delegation. Arrangements will 
be perfected, if possible, f< r a v;sit to the 
seal islands, in Juno and July by a commis- 
sion composed of representatives of the two 
govern nients, to ascertain as near as pos- 
sible the number of seals available, ami to 
study the likelihood of the depopulation of 
the rookeries at the present rate of catching 
them. It is said that the business of thu 
company now holding tho franchise will be 
suspended up to und durng tho investiga- 
tion.

AN APPEAL FOR THE EVICTED TENANTS. 

London, Jan. 7. — Earnest appeals have 
been sent to America for tho immediate for- 
warding to Ireland of money needed for the 
support of ovictKd tenants, many of whom 
lack the actualnccessitics of life. It is said 
that none of Secretary Balfour's relief is 
distributed to any who have submitted to 
eviction under the plan of campaign. 

THE SCOTCH RAILWAY STRIKES. 

The Scotch railway companies havo been 
making strenuous efforts to obtain men from 
other parts of the kingdom to take the 
places of the strikers on those line 1 , but 
they havo found tho tusk a difficult one. 
To-day they shipped a batch of 450 men 
from Liverpool to Glasgow, but the recruits 
are a poor lot, hardly better than tramps, 
most of whom aro likely to desort as soon as 
they reach their destination und find 
the unemployed Scotchmen in a mood to 
tight. It has been pruetieully impossible to 
get regular railway men to go to Scotland and 
take the strikers' places. Tho deadlock is 
increasing. The Glasgow presbytery has 
appointed an influential committee to en- 
deavor to secure a compromise. John 
Burns, in his speech at Perth, declared he 
would bring about, such a deadlock of traffic 
as would compel t he companies to surrender. 
He appealed to tho wives und sweethearts 
of the strikers to encourage them to hold 
out until the victory was attained. Resolu- 
tions were adopted asking the companies to 
accede to the requjsts of tho men. The 
meeting was a very largo one, and good 
order prevailed. 

The Provost of Glasgow has convened a 
public meeting for Friday to consider the 
best means of reaching u settlement of the 
difficulties. John Burns addressed a public 
meeting at Perth to-day, and accused th 
leading Scotch papers of misleading the 
people in regard to the strike situation. Ho 
called on the^men to stand firm und they 
would soon have the stock holders as well 
as tho public on their side. 

COLD WEATHER IN LONDON. 

The severe cold weather is causing great 
distress in London among tho poorer 
classes. Seventy deaths from exposure aro 
reported as occurring in the east end since 
the cold snap set in. Out-door trades are 
generally suspended, and the enforced ex- 
pansion of the runks of the unemployed is 
leading to a corresponding increase of 
begging and theft in the streets. Forty-five 
steamers are laid up in tho Tync on account 
of the unfavorable weather. 

SNOW STORMS IN GERMANY. 

Terrific snow storms continue to rage 
throughout Germany, accompanied by hur- 
ricanes. Heavy gales also prevail on the 
Adriatic, and commerce is suspended in 
those waters. Trieste is in danger of inun- 
dation, nine thousand workmen are engaged 
in clearing awuy the snow in Berlin.

Although the finishing touches have yet 
to be put to tho interior, and building ma- 
terials und refuse aru scattered thick upon 
the ground, St. Barnabas church, at the 
corner of Cook street and Caledonia avenue, 
which was formally opened last evening, 
fully met tho expectations of those who had 
been told that in St. Barnabas would be found 
a model of what o church of modest pre- 
tensions should he. The plans for the co3y, 
home-like, but still graceful little edifice, 
were prepared by the pastor, Rev. G. W. 
'Taylor, and tho building very closely re- 
sembles that gentleman's former church in 
Otluwa. The design is a new one here, and 
is eminently practical, us in the event of a 
larger church proper being erected some 
time in the future, the present building, by 
the removal of the partitions forming the 
chancel, can be converted into a perfect 
school room. Tlie painting has yet to be 
done inside the church, but its cheerfulness 
and convenience were fully demonstrated 
last night. Tho seating capacity is 
about yOl), good ventilation is pro- 
vided, and tho lighting is arranged 
for by long, narrow, double windows, that 
give a good effect to the whole.

©tings TJaed by Various Peoples 
of the Earth. 



What to Do When You Moot a Sioux, ■ 
Zuui. 11 TolUo Jap, n Haughty 1'er- 
■Ian, a Proud Spnnl.ird or a 
Native or Mot Orinoco Land. 

Tho North American Indians do not 
have many conventional forma of salu- 
tation. Thoir otlquotto goncrally is to 
meet in silonco and smolco boforo speak- 
ing, tho Bmoklnp boing tho roal saluta- 
tion. Hut a number of tribes— o. g., tho 
Sheshoni, Caddo and Arikara— use a 
word or sound vory similar to Howl but 
in proper litoratlon llau or Hao. Most 
of tho Sioux uso tho sarao sound in com- 
munication with tho whites, from which 
tho orror has arison that thoy havo 
caught up and abbreviated tho "How 
aro you?" of tho latter. But, tho word 
ia ancient, used in councils, and moans 
"good" or "satisfactory." It is a ro- 
sponso as well as an address or saluta- 
tion. Tho Navajos say, both at mooting 
and parting: "Agafani,"an archaic word 
tho etymology of which is not yot as- 
certained. Among tho Choroid tho 
colloquy is as follows: No. 1 says: 
"Siyu" (good). No. 2 rosponds: "Siyu; 
tahigwatsu?" (good; aro you in peace?). 
To this No. 1 anys: "I am in peace, and 
how is it with you?" No. 3 ends by: "I 
am in peaco also." Among tho Zuni hap- 
piness ia always asserted as well as im- 
plored. In the morning their greeting 
is: "How lravo you passod tho night?" 
in tho evening: "How havo you ccmo 
into tho sunset?" Tho reply always is: 
"Happily." Aftor a separation of oven 
short durations, if moro than ono day, 
tho question is asked: "How havo you 
passed those many days?" Tho reply Is 
invariably: "Happily," although tho 
person addressed may bo in severe suf- 
fering or dying. In quaint contrast with 
this Zuni custom isthatof tho Japanese 
whero tho party visited asserts tho pros- 
perity of tho visitor. Tho host and 
hestoss politely ejaculate "Ohayo goza- 
rismasu!" — "you havo como quickly!" — 
which welcome is given oven if tho vis- 
itor has sufforod dolaj and all kinds of 
mishaps. It is novor contradicted. Per- 
haps our expression: "You havo been 
long in coming," as indicating longing 
and wailing, is no mora artificial. 

Tho wish of saluto is often specific, 
connoctod with circumstances of envi- 
ronment. Tho people of Cairo anxious- 
ly ask: "How do you porspiro?" a dry 
skin being tho symptom of tho dreaded 
fovor. In hot Persia tho friendly wish 
la expressed: "May God cool your ago!" 
— that is, givo you comfort in declining 
years. In tho sarao land originates tho 
quaint form: "May your shadow never 
bo less!" which does not apply, as often 
now used in Europe, to tho size and 
plumpness of tho body as indicating ro- 
bust health, but to doprocato exposuro 
to tho noon sun, whon all shadows 
aro loast. 

Tho Qonooso In thoir timo of pros- 
perity usod tho form "Health and gain!" 
.In somo of tho Polynesian isles tho 
prayer for coolness is carried into ac- 
tion, it being tho highest politeness to 
fling a jar of water ovor a friend's head. I 
According to Humboldt tho morning 
saluto on tho Orinoco is: "How have tho 
mosquitoes used you?" Tho old religious 
.views of tho Porsians aro found in their 
wishos: "Livo forever!" and fstill re- 
tained in Spain, probably a direct legacy 
from thn Moors), "May you live a thou- 
sand years!" They believo only in this 
life, and that through Divino favor it 
might h> unlimited. 

Tho Chineso sojourners in Utah fell 
into a curious blunder in using somo of 
our phrases. On meeting a resident at 
any timo of day or night they called 
out: "Good-morning!" and on parting 
"Good-night!" oven if it wero boforo 
breakfast; A similar error in imitation 
was made by tho Zuni. Whon tho ofll- 
cers from Fort WinjyatO visited tho 
Puoblo thoy wero naturally anx- 
ious to roach tho trader"s store, so 
they called out to tho first person mot: 
"How aro you? Whero's the store?" 
Tho Zuni caught up all tho sounds as 
ono greeting, and in the kindness of 
their hearts shouted them to all subse- 
quent visitors. Tho salutation "How- 
are-you-givo-mo-a-match," has a like 
explanation. 

Moslems, while scrupulously saluting 
the meanest of their owncommunion, re- 
fuse all friendly greetings to tho Jews. 
If inadvertently they havo accosted ono 
of that peoplo with "Peaco bo unto 
you," or the liko, thoy will hastily add 
"Death to you!" to which tho Jew may 
respond, pretending to havo heard only 
tho beginning, by "Tho saino to you!" 
in a spirit somewhat difforont from that 
in which tho samo words are used by ua 
in answer to "Many happy returns!" 
on birthday and other anniversaries. 
It may bo mentioned that whero tho 
Jews aro in power thoy give no saluto 
whatovor to ono of tho Goim, but scowl 
at him. 

A BRAVE YOUNGSTER. 

Wonderful Coolnms and Courage In a 
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Four-Ytrar-Old Hoy. 



A plucky four-year-old child lives in 
Oskaloosa, Ia., says a correspondent of 
tho Now York World. It is the child of 
Mrs. Wilson, and, whilo playing about 
tho mouth of a well covered by looso 
boards, foil in. The well is thirty feet 
deep, and contained ten feet of water at 
tho ti.no. The mother saw tho child 
fall, and, frantically seizing a clothes- 
lino, lowered it into tho well.

The Deputy Attorney-General called, ns 
liis first witness. Sunt. Sheppard, who re- 
peated Ws evidence uken at the examina- 
tion of Wheliui. John Crawford followed, 
and also repeated Ml former .testimony. 
Frank Partritlg'a gave virtually the game 
statement as before, and, in conclusion, de- 
scribed David Fee's p'nwmal appearance on 
the night of the tragedy. - 

His Honor enquired of Mr. Gwynn if it 
was a part of the case for the Crown to 
prove that there had been a deliberate plot 
to murder, and the victim had lost his lite 
through his being mistaken for some 
one else. If so, it would, of 
course, be necessary to show that 
Foo's height and appearance corres- 
ponded wit h that of tho man supposed to 
have been meant. Of course, he remarked, 
the prisoner could not be termed an accom- 
plice if the cuso was manslaughter. He 
could not be an accessory to manslaughter. 

Mr. Qwynne replied that to prove that 
imurder had bejn contemplated, it would 
perhups be neccss.ry to usk for a further 
remand, as other witnesses would be re- 
quired. He intended, however, to use as 
evidence Silk's own statement, made during 
the examination of Whelan. Mr. Wilson 
consented to this being put in, but his 
Honor declined to receive it, except in the 
UMial way as evidence. The clerk, Mr.

BONDING- GOODS AT FOREIGN 
PUKTS. 

At Tuesday's meeting of the Senttlo 
Chamber o£ Commerce, the following re- 
solutions from tlio New Whatcom Cham- 
bar of Commerce were rend, and referred 
to tho committee on legislation : 

"Whereas, by tho present system_ for 
the collection of revenue customs officers 
ate stationed at British Columbian p rts 
to bond, R6.1 and manifest Pacific Coast 
and Asiatic products through to points 
in the United States, bo it 

" RuBolvod, That such a regulation is 
-calculated to tako from tho State of 
Washington labor, commercial business 
and railroad patronage which rightfully 
belongs to the State, to the unjust ad- 
vantage of a foreign country, and the la- 
borers, merchants and carriers thereof. 
That the ports of Puget Sound, Tacoma, 
Seattle and New Whatcom, have regu- 
lar railroad connection with the Union 
Pacific and Northern Pacific roads ; and 
that by two American railroads (tho Fair- 
haven & Southern and Bollinsjham bay 
" & British Columbia railroads), the afore- 
said cities will within thirty days be con- 
nected with tho Canadian Pacific 
railroad, the former making its 
connections with tho Canadian Pacific at 
Now Westminster, while tho Bellingham 
Bay & British Columbia will connect 
with the Canadian Pacific road at Mis- 
sion ; that by the deflection of business 
to Vancouver i he said railroads are dis- 
criminated against by their own govern- 
ment ; that tho loss to the Stato of 
Washington by 'his unnatural favoritism 
through tho ordinary business of trans- 
shipping merchandise and products, and 
by the discouragement of railway enter- 
prises, is beyond definite calculation ; 
that by the present method of having a 
customs ofbeer located at a foreign port 
labor and money are driven from tho 
United States to British Columbia ; that 
foreig-i dutiable productions shipped from 
Asiatic ports, in addition to paying their 
tribute of duty, should also bo treated 
by ro-shipnient from American ports as 
to give American labor and enterprise en- 
couragement, rather than that of a 
foreign country ; that our senators and 
representatives be requested to co-oper- 
ate with the Michigan reprea^ntativps, 
and particularly Representative Whitney, 
of Michigan, in aiding the people of Port 
Huron and other lake ports in securing 
such action by Congress or the secretary 
of the treasury as will remedy this evil."

DISHEARTENED AERONAUTS. 

Their Efforts to Reach the North Pole by 
Balloon Discouraged. 

Paris, Jan. G. — The two daring aeron- 
auts who proposed to make tho journey 
to the north pole are meeting with many 
discouragements. Tho French Society of 
Aerial Navigation, which would rpprove 
tho project if it saw the slightest chance 
of its success, has pronounced unani- 
mously against it. At a meeting of the 
society here, President Mage, the editor 
of th>3 Cosmos, made an address which 
was quite disheartening to tho projectors 
of the enterprise. He advised them to 
make a better uso of their energy and de- 
votion to science than to attempt to 
reach tho north pole by a balloon. Mr. 
Mage said it was impossible to beliovc that 
they would succeed. Tho frost upon tho 
ropes and other part of tlio rigging would 
make the management of tho balloon ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible. The 
land or water surface would, for days at 
a time, be obscured by a heavy mist, tho 
compass would be useless and the voy- 
agers would have to direct their course 
by the stars, an art in which balloon 
travellers are not proficient. Mr. Maze's 
remarks were heartily endorsed by the 
entire society. 

Mr. Bermito, who with Mr. Bensacon, 
projected his daring voyage, said in reply 
that he and his comrade intended next 
summer to go to Spitsbergen and launch 
pilot balloons for the purpose of learning 
all they could at that point of the direc- 
tion of the prevailing winds. If tho re- 
sults of these experiments aro favorable 
they will return to France and prepare to 
make the voyage in 1892. If the results 
are unfavorable they will renounce the 
exp iditiou. He did not believe that the 
diniculties in the way of balloon travel 
were so great as the president thought.

AMERICAN CRITICISM. 

For fear that our readers might think 
that we were partial in what we have said 
with renpect to the merits of the dispute 
between Great Britain and the United 
States respecting jurisdiction ovor the 
waters of Behring's Sea, we will quote 
what intelligent and patriotic Americans 
«ay about tho claimB which their Govern- 
ment is making. The Oregonian, which 
ia Republican in politics, does not allow 
its national partialities to blind it to the 
weakness and the unreasonableness of tho 
contention of the United States minister. 
In an article headed "An Hereditary 
Diplomat," the Oregonian says : 

•' But the moat conspicuous proof of 
Salisbury's ability is found in the fact 
that thus far lie has the better of Secre- 
tary Blaine, who, iu the Behring Sea 
negotiation, has planted himself upon a 
position that is likely to prove utterly 
untenable. Blaine contends th t as 
Behring Sea was a closed sea prior to 
our purchase pf Al ska, we acquired with 
the lerritoiy the maritime rights of Rus- 
ai% over that waterway. This position 
lacks historical foundation, nnd ia at 
•variance with international law and 
usage, Lord Salisbury ia so confident in 
his position that he offers to submit it ro 
arbitia, on, but Mr. Bliine refuses, be- 
cause ho knows that no tribunal would 
sustain him in his position. There is no 
internati nal tribunal worthy of respect 
that would sustain Mr. Blaine's position 
for a moment, and therefore his refusal 
to arbitrate is a confession of a bad case, 
and pi ces our Government in a most un- 
fortunate position, We »re not able to 
make war. and yet we refuse to arbitrate 
a claim we dure not vindicate by tho 
sword,"

"And if they propose, to maintain a po- 
sition upon which they don't caru to ask 
the judgment of learned arbitrators by 
sending gunboats into northern waters at 
any cost to the peace of this country, 
that also is a eorious matter." 

We have again to remind our readers 
that thoso aro the criticisms of a United 
States citizen who, it is more than likely, 
is as intensely American and quite as 
patriotic as Mr. Blaino himself. Wo see 
no answer to these arguments except 
this : " Wo have claimed sovereignty 
over tho waters of Behririg's Sea, and, 
right or wrong, wo mean to do our best 
to enforce the claim." Wo have a very 
strong suspicion that this is how many of 
the men who support Mr. Harrison's ad- 
ministration read Mr. Blaine's letters, 
and this is the moaning which their 
writer wishes them to convey. 

The Herald idso takes the right view 
of the part which Great Britain has taken 
in this controversy. It says : 

"As a matter of right, England will 
not concede our exclusive claim to the 
seals when found far out at sea, liccausu 
wo ourselves have made precedents the 
othor way. 

"As a matter of courtesy, nnd on the 
ground of international comity, alio has 
as yet shown no unwillingness to grant 
every fair request. The arbitrators could, 
therefore, reach a definite c nclusion and 
amicably settle this muddle in a mighty 
short time." 

Tho opinions on the course which 
the United States'' Government is 
pursuing with respect to this 
fur seal question, which these two 
organs of public opinion htivo expressed, 
are, no doubt, the Biimo as those held by 
hundreds of thousands of intelligent 
American ciiizens. Mr. Harrison's Ad- 
ministration knows this, and so does the 
Republican majority in OongresB. It is 
not likely that knowing this Mr. Blaine 
and his colleagues will proceed to ex- 
tremities. To make a little capital in 
certain quarters by twisting the tail of 
the British lion will, perhaps, be excused, 
but to incur tho hustility of a powerful 
nation, by insisting on a claim which all 
intelligent Americans know to be unten- 
able will bring upon the Government 
and the whole party to wh ch its mem- 
bers belong suie and speedy condemna- 
tion. We are not sure that Mr. Blaine 
has not made a great many more enemies 
than friends in bis own country by what 
he has already written and done on this 
Behring's Sea question. 



CONVERTS AS COLONISTS. 

General Booth's proposal to send hia 
reformed paupers and thieves to the colo- 
nies is not received with enthusiasm in 
any of the grea colonies Canada does 
not want accessions to its population, 
composed of men and women who are 
not adapted either by constitution or 
training to do the rough work required 
of settlelS in a hew country. Tho new 
settler should possess both bodily and 
muntal vigor. Ho must of necessity be 
self-reliant and have adaptability and

that many Americans would condemn it 
as inspired by national jealousy and an- 
tipathy. 

Tho Oregonian, we see, places very 
little dependence on the statements 
made by the American Govornmont and 
its agents respecting the decrease of the 
seals in Behring's Sea and the waters ad- 
j icent thereto. Our Portland contempor- 
ary tikes strong ground on this point, 
also. It continues : 

"Mr. Blaine has also failed to sat'sfy 
Lord Salisbury that the seals in tho 
waters of Behring's Sea are rapidly being 
ez terminated by reckl ss and indiscrim- 
inate slaughter. The oflicial records of tho 
United States treasury show that in 1888, 
Special Agent Tingluy reported that seal 
life wns not being depleted, but exceeded 
his estimates ot 1887, which placed the 
number of seals at 0,000,0110 to 7,000,000 
In February last tho old company, which 
had held the privilege for twenty yearn, 
■was willing to pay an advanced price for 
the renewal of the privilege. Tho Can- 
adian sellers came ill with their us-ual 
catch this y- ar and better, and deny the 
diminution of the seals. Th* slaughter 
of the seals since last February must have 
been enormous, and beyond reasonable 
belief, and until tho dispute is cleared up 
by further and more conclusive evidence, 
L.od Silislnity is justified in refusing to 
acton Mr. Blaine's assumption by order* 
ing English vessula out of Behring's So.i 
or collS-'nting to a close season." 

Tho testimony of a Pu;et Sound jour- 
nal on this subject is peculiarly valuible, 
It ia published where th i sealing is car- 
ried on, and thoso connected with it 
naturally know a great doal more al> iu 
the fur seal and the sealers I ban the 
journalists- -or tho politicians, for that 
matter— of thu Eastern part of tho conti- 
nent. 

The New York Herald has also a word 
to say about. Mr. BlnWa refusal to refer 
the question to arbitration, Its strie* 
turns are quite as sort iv as th so of its 
western contemporary, and are much to 
the same effect.

General Booth's colonists will not 
possess this versatility, neither will many 
of them have formed the habit ot self- 
reliance and acquired tho cheerful 
Courage which aro necessary to 
enable men to surmount the diffi- 
cult ies which the settler in a new 
country is sure to meet. Vice and ex- 
treme poverty lower th ) tone both of 
body and mind, and oven if tendencies to 
evil are eradicated the reformed and re- 
generated denizen of Darkest England 
will not bo likely to succeed in a now 
country as an isolated settler, and it dues 
not seem to us that Canada, at any rate, 
would care to have colonies or settle- 
ments composed exclusively of Salvation 
Army converts. 

We find tint in Australia the same 
feeling prevails. Ii is believed that the 
men and women who are to be reclaimed 
by the nioial nmthineiy invented by Gon- 
eral Booth are not exactly the material 
out of which successful colon kib can be 
made. This is what the Melbourne Argus 
says about the General's emigration 
scheme :

era'." will take tho obvious precaution, 
before despatching a sinsjlo shipload of 
emigrants, to ask what class of labor is 
required in the colonies, and 'o send out 
only those applicants who will bo able to 
make their own way. In Victoria, f r 
instance, iiiero is plenty of space for a 
Considerable portion of the overcrowded 
population of Great Britain; but we have 
certainly no room for paupers, and the 
labor market is not large enough to 
absorb shipload after shipl ad of i ew- 
comers, if they land with tho intention of 
making a livelihood as wage-earners in 
the cities, We require people who will 
settle on tho land and till the soil and 
grow tho grain and fruits and wine that 
under this genial sun ought to muko tho 
products of Australia famous over the 
whole earth. Every man who sets his 
foot on our shores with this intention in 
his mind, who is willing to make usu of 
the natural advantages of the country, 
who is ready to work hard and uncom- 
plainingly in increasing tho productive- 
ness of the colony, is a useful and valu- 
able citizen. And beforo "General" 
Booth sends any emigrants to this part of 
the world, it should be his duty to boo 
that work in the rural dis'iicts, or small 
holdings of land, will be provided for 
them on their arrival. Otherwise tho 
scheme will bo unworkable, and the un- 
fortunate emigrants will faro badly for 
th mselves. 

It is hardly to bo oxpected that a very 
large percentage of the General's converts, 
0V''ii after they have passed tho required 
period of probation in workshop and on 
the farm, will bo ablo to begin life again 
as independent settlers in a new country 
to till tho Boil and grow grain and fruits 
and wino, let tho Boil be ever so f> rtile or 
the sun ever so ecnial for, as the Argus 
says in another part of the article, "tho 
truth i3 that independence is dillicult." 

WEATHER CONTRASTED. 

The contrast between tho weather on 
this Pacific coast and that of countries in 
the same parallel of latitude on the other 
side of the Rocky Mountains is most 
striking. On the 5th of last month, when 
thu 11 wera were blooming in our gardens 
and the air could hardly bo said to bo 
even chilly, a man and his wife near 
Charlottetown, P. E I., endured ttia 
moBt dreadful sufferings wandering about 
iu a blinding snow-storm. The poor 
woman perished before help tame, 
and the man was in such a state that it 
would have been better for him if ho had 
died too. In Montreal we read that the 
weather has been very cold, the mercury 
in the thermometer being a long way be- 
low zero, when here it was in the forties. 
The weather has been Bomewjiat milder 
in Toronto, but further w. st the cold has 
b_-en very severe. Even iu Europe the 
inhabitants of countries that are supposed 
to be favored with a much more genial 
climate than any part of Canada can 
boast of have suffered from the inclemency 
of the weather. In London the British 
Columbian shivers. He has not been used 
to such bitter cold. On the last clay of 
tho old year the mercury stood at ten de- 
grees above zero. Here, in Victoria, it 
was as high as 45°, and during the very 
Coldest part of the night it was only 38". 
Even in Italy the weather waa raw and 
cold and the railways to Bucharest, a 
Vienna dispatch Bays, went blocked with 
snow and tho weather was intensely cold. 
A snow storm was racing at Quecnstown, 
and so violent was the wind that ocean 
steamers could not land their mails. 
When wo read these accounts and con- 
trast tho oold and stormy weather which 
is experienced in eastern countries with 
the mild and pleasant weather we, in 
Victoria, enjoy, we must feel that wo are, 
indeed, favored among northern coun- 
tries. This is tho 8th of January, and 
there has been neither frost nor snow in 
or near the city. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Okh of the effects of the M'oKinley 
tarill has beon to lower the price of 
sugar. Granulated sugar was lately sold 
in Philadelphia for April d livery at 4| 
cents per pound, and for immediate de- 
livery at (ij cents. Tho supporters of 
the administration are proud of this, for 
it was said that the refiners alone would 
benefit by taking I he duty iff raw sugar. 
The reduction, it is believed, has only 
commenced, and Americans will, beforo 
long, be able to buy their sugar at un- 
precedentedly low pi ices. The difference 
in the price of stmar deli\ored now and 
that tn be delivered in April is explained 
by the fact that the tarill", as regards 
sugar, does not come into operation until 
the 1st of April.

There ia at present stored in the customs 
houst. at Fort To^-ns u nd about one ton of 
contraband opium, the result of many 
month's work on the part of the custom* 
officers. Moat of this opium came from 
Victoria, and, in addition to the present lot, 
a considerable amount has been sold at dif- 
ferent times, and has brought excellent 
prices, but if this lot was auctioned off at 
its actual face value on tlte American soil, 
which is about §10, the receipts would 
amount to $35,840. This lot, so it ia 
claimed, eon i ts entirely of prepared opium, 
and the larger portion is considered the 
finest that cau he secured. 



Meant l« Hnrk, Not Kile. 

In several of the ship chandlers' estab- 
lishments are to he seen at present diminu- 
tive cannon, both brass and iron, none of 
them lurger than a four-pounder. One of 
these will lie carried by almost everyone 
of the sealing fleet this year, but hot for 
any angressive purpose. They are to he 
used for firing bombs, in the event of the 
boats becoming separated from the schooner 
in fog or darkness, and are said to make a 
terrilic report, though as a weapon they 
would be of no use whatever. One or two 
of the Bchoonera carried these bomb guns 
last year, and this, tremendously exagger- 
ated, t*o doubt gave rise to the rumor that 
the schooners were supplied with cannon, 
and prepared to resist any or all revenue 
cutters. 



Ktennicrs' MIiIhIIcn. 

The Seattle Press, under the heading of 
" Seattle Whistles," refers to the peculiar 
sounds emitted by the whistles of the va- 
rious steamers visiting that port. The fol- 
lowing, as reft iring lo steamers well known 
in Victoria, v. ill be of interest: The Olym- 
pian has a pleasant sounding, clear, even 
whistle I tin. t can be heard for a long dis- 
tance. The Premier's whistle ia a sort of a 
low, dull, roaring, bass sound, very digni- 
fied, and conveys the impression of being 
the forerunner of a solid, substantial, slow- 
going boat-. The Kingston's whistle is also 
vory dignified in sound, and always is 
blown for a length of tune. It does not 
condescend to blow in a quick, jerky man- 
ner. Thu City of Seattle has a three- 
chime whistle. When blown it emits a 
clear musical note, that instantly makes 
one think of the boat's graceful lines and 
handsome appearance. It ia very loud, and 
can be heard tor miles.

• — riors in Africa, 



The French In the Durk Continent Meot 
an Enemy Worth Fighting — ltutlior 
Thau Surrender tlio Chief/ of it Tribe 
Jilows Ills Men to Atoms. 

O Colonel Archinard. tho French com- 
mander in tho Soudan, publishes in tho 
Paris papers an extraordinary story of 
tho heroism of ono of tho tribes which 
ho was obliged to fight. 

Otiosebougou is a citadel situated in 
the Ivaarta. It is tho place which en- 
abled King Amadon to keep up his com- 
munications betwoen Moro and tho 
Kingdom of Sogon. Tn fact it was tho 
koy to tho lattor Kingdom, and. falling 
into tho hands of tho French, it secured 
for them the possession of that territory 
and won over to them tho Bambaras 
tribes who wero oppressed by Amadon. 
With twenty-soven Europeans, includ- 
ing ofllcers. 205 Turcos. two mountain 
guns of eighty, and a number of Iiam- 
baras. Colonel Arehinard marched upon 
Ouosebougou. This queor-named placo 
is an immense villago in the conterof a 
sandy country. Its walls aro well forti- 
fied with battlements and numerous 
bastions, and outside tho gates thero 
aro two redoubts. When tho column 
arrived in front of it tho black beads 
of tho defenders appeared upon tho 
walls, while tho tabala or war call 
sounded continuously Firo was opened 
by tho two guns, and in about four 
hours a breach was mado: but tho 
Aofendors seemed to caro vory littlo 
about that broach, and many of them 
camo coolly to examine it. -after which 
thoy shouted defiantly at tho invaders. 
At last tho Bambaras mado a dash upon 
tho wells, which wero situated at about 
200 meters from tho villago Id was ab- 
solutely necessary to got water, for tho 
troops wero suffering; greatly from 
thirst. Tho defenders seemed to ro- 
sorvo their cartridges for this good op- 
portunity, whon they opened a florco 
and rapid firo. Several of tho Bambaras 
woro shot down, but tho others con- 
tinned to drink at the wells whilo tho 
bnllots whistled all around them. At 
four o'clock tho defenders woro massed 
near tho breach, and notwithstanding 
continuous firo of musketry and artil- 
lery, which thinned their ranks percepti- 
bly, they seemed fully determined to 
continuo tho struggle Tho Colonel 
gave tho order to charge upon tho 
breach. Tho two guns woro worked 
with increased activity, and ceased fir- 
ing only when tho column was within 
100 motors of tho trench Lieutenant 
Lovassour. with his Turcos, was tho 
first to enter tho breach. Then tho 
fusillade becamo intense. Tho Turcos 
rushed into tho village, but soon their 
advance was checked. Lovassour was 
wounded Four Turcos took him to tho 
rear, and in doing so two of them woro 
killed. Two others immediately took 
their places and carried the Lieutenant 
to tho ambulance Captain Mangin 
took Lovasseur's placo, and ho. too. fell 
mortally wounded. Tho attacking 
parvy remained at a standstill.' Not 
another Inch could thoy gain upon 
tho dofondors. This condition of affairs 
becamo embarrassing; so tho Colonel 
threw all bis reserves into tho attack. 
Tho allies then became discouraged and 
ran. Tho Turcos maintained their posi- 
tion, but wero unable to advanco Some 
of tho fugitives wero induced to return, 
and the Colonel gave orders to tho regu- 
lars to hold at all hazards tho carried 
positions. Captain Bardot received an 
order to take lip a position near tho 
breach, and to fire shells into tho vil- 
lage and the redoubt all through tho 
night, in order to prepare tho road for 
tho movement in the morning M Mad- 
etnba. a political agent of the Frouch 
and one of tho most useful, was shot 
dead Tho firo of tho inhabitants con- 
tinued with violence, whilo that of tho 
invaders was slackened in order to spare 
tho ammunition At 2:30 in tho morn- 
ing a terrific war cry was heard, and 
the firo of tho defenders became moro 
furious. They were advancing and at 
short rango thoy mado a desperato 
chargo upon tho captured positions It 
, was a gallant sortio. but it was 
repulsed At three o'clock or a 
littlo after another similar charge was 
mado with the same result At last tho 
day broke. Tho situation was critical. 
The troops wero exhausted, and many 
of tho officers were wounded However, 
the advanco was made. The defenders 
of tho redoubt woro surrounded, but 
they fought on desperated y. while they 
shouted insults at tho invades Their 
resistance was hopeless, but thoy still 
kept it up. 

And bore comes tho most extraordi- 
nary portion of the story. The chief of 
tho Ouosebougous, liandiougou Diara, 
realizing bis position, gathered bis re- 
maining troops over the magazine, and 
rather than surrender blow himself and 
them to atoms. It was then only that 
the tabala ceased. But tho resistance 
was still kept up in tho villago by tho 
stragglers. Even tho women took part 
in it, and somo of tho brave barbarians, 
when about to bo made prisoners, shot 
themsolves rather than bo taken alive. 
Thoy fought to tho last man. 

If among tho African tribos there aro 
many moro warriors like tho Ouosebou- 
gous there will bo some tough fighting 
in tho Dark Continent before long. 
Any way, Bandlougou Diara was a hero. 

GoWlr-n Rod I Influenza.

A while ago his little daugh tor gathered 
a large bunch and put it in a vase in tho 
parlor.

It is said, that the flow- 
orsgivo off an imperceptible powder-like 
substance, which is taken into tho 
lungs by tho sleeper, causing an irrita- 
tion. It also irritates the throat, pro-

THE MAGICAL SQUARE. 

An Arithmetical Puzzle Held In Venera- 
tion by tho Egyptians. 
It will be seen* that in tho natural 
square tho numbers from 1 to -10 run in 
arithmetical progression. In tho mag- 
ical squaro tho numbers aro disposed in 
parallel and equal ranks, so that tho 
sums in each row, taken either perpen- 
dicularly, horizontally or diagonally, 
i'tw equal to ono another— i. e., 175. 

magical scpiares can, however, bo 
inuoh extended, writes Thomas Eathin 
in > ho heeds Mercury, and show still 
moro curious results: 
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The magic squaro was held in great 
voneration among tho Egyptians and 
dedicated to tho then seven known plan- 
ets in various ways. To Saturn they at- 
tributed tho squaro of nino places, tho 
side boing three and tho sum of tho 
numbers in every row boing fifteen. To 
Venus they attributed tho square I havo 
given. 1 Finally, they attributed to God 
the square of only ono coll, tho sido of 
which is only a unit, which, multiplied, 
by itself, undergoes no change Tho 
ancients having used these magio 
squares for various purposes, they be- 
camo a subject of consideration among 
mathematicians; not because thoy im- 
agined that thoy would be of any solid 
use or advantage, but rather as a kind 
of play in which the difficulty makes the 
merit. If your young readers want a 
littlo recreation in tho combination of 
figures, let them make a large square in 
which thero aro 250 smaller squares, and 
placo in thoso smaller squares all 
tho numbers from 1 to 250 in such a 
manner as will answer tho following 
conditions: 1. Tho sum of the sixteon 
numbers in each column or row, verti- 
cal or horizontal, to bo 2,050. 2. Every 
half column, vertical or horizontal, 
makes 1,02S, or one-half tho sum of 
2,050. 3. Half a diagonal ascending 
added to half a diagonal descending 
makes also tho same sum — 2,050, taking 
theso half diagonals from tho ends of 
any sidos of tho squares to tho middle 
of it, and so reckoning them either 
upward or downward, or sideways from 
right to left, or from loft to right. 4. 
Tho same with all tho parallels to tho 
half diagonals, as many as can be drawn 
in tho great squaro; for any two of them 
Being directed upward and downward, 
from the placo where thoy begin to that 
whero thoy ond, thoir sums will 
make the same, 2,050. 5. If a square 
hole equal in breadth to four of tho 
littlo squares bo cut in a paper, 
through which any of tho 10 littlo 
squares in tho great squaro may bo 
seen, and tho paper bo laid upon tho 
great square, tho sum of all the 10 num- 
bers seen through tho hole is always 
equal to 2,050, tho sum of tho 10 num- 
bers in any horizontal or vortical 
column. 

I am not prepared to say whether 
thero is moro than one correct way of 
placing tho numbers which will fullill 
tho above conditions, hut can assort 
that if a thousand peoplo now com- 
mence to arrange tho figures they may 
work all their lives, and each of them 
forma square a minute, and although 
every combination may be different, 
they will not havo completed one- 
millionth part of tho wrong combina- 
tions which can bo mado. Perhaps this 
is a sufficient refutation of the frequent 
assertion that thero is no rulo for tho 
formation of these magical .squares. 



FIVE GENERATIONS 

Living Under Ono Rtiiif In Washington 
Tliri Olilest it Centenarian. 

Fivo generations under ono roof con- 
stitute a singular combination, and yet 
such is the condition of affairs at 500 
Eighth street, southoast, in Washing- 
ton, near the marino barracks. Mrs. 
Agnes Bebosso, ono hundred and fivo 
years of age, is tho cldost of tho group, 
and during all theso years she has been 
active and spry and able to do without 
spectacles. About live years ago sho 
was pleased by an increased power of 
vision which enabled her to pursuo un- 
interruptedly her favorito pastimo of 
darning stockings for her grandchildren. 
Port Mahon, on the Islo of Monaco, was 
tho birthplace of Mrs. llebosso and sho 
remained in Spain until about thirty- 
eight years ago, when she came to this 
country to join hor daughter, who had 
been widowed by tho explosion of a gun 
on board tho Unitod States scoamship 
Princeton in tho administration of 
President Tylor. Whilo in Spain it was 
Mrs. Robosso'S good fortuno to attend 
several receptions given in honor of tho 
great Napoleon, and sho frequent- 
ly hold conversation with tho Em- 
press Josephine. Reminiscences of these 
and other great people were, a prevalent 
topic of conversation with her descend- 
ants every Sunday afternoon until re- 
cently, sho boing now prostrated by 
senilo debility, although her mental 
faculties romain unimpaired. A grand- 
son of Mrs. llobosso was ono of tho 
jurors in tho Guitoau case, his namo bo- 
ing Thomas W. Ferniline. lie died 
about eight years ngo. 

Although of a decided Spanish typo, 
Mrs. Rebcsso speaks French almost as 
well as sho does her mother tongue, and 
her piercing black eyes and rather short 
stature mako hor a noteworthy person- 
age wherever sho had been in the habit 
of visiting. Not long ago Mrs. Robosso 
attended what proved to bo hor last 
communion at St. Peter's Church, in 
this city. A few Sundays ago tho in- 
valid persisted in coming down-stairs to 
bo present at the baptism of tho young- 
est mombor of the family, who is now 
only thirteen months old. All these 
years Mrs. Rebosso has moved about tho 
world unaided by a crutch or stick, and 
many peoplo aro inclined to discredit 
tho story that sho was born nearly thir- 
ty years before tho battlo of Waterloo. 
Sho was vory much prostrated, however, 
by tho death of her favorito grand- 
daughter several months ago, and her 
own death is said to bo a question of a 
short time

WHEREAS by section 17 of the " Municipal 
. Act. 1880," as amended by section G of 
tho " Municipal Act Amendment Act, 1890," it 
is provided that no limits of on Incorporated 
city or town shall bo extended unlo s tho con- 
sent of a majority of tho persons within tho 
boundaries of tho proposed oxtens on uffected 
thereby' nnd who aro entitled to petition for 
Incrporation as a municipality undor tho llrst 
named Act, has first been obtained at a poll to 
beheld for that_ purpose, and that; such a poll 
shall be held by such a person and nt such time 
or placo or places and In such manner as the 
Lieutenant-Governor may appoint. And 
whereas, it is proposed to extend tho lim its of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria in ac"- 
cordnnco with tho provisions of a resolution 
passed by a majority of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of tho Municipal Council of tho Baid city 
on 'ho2lsl duydf October, A.I). 1890, and con- 
firmed by tho vote of tho municipality on tho 
2nd day of December. 1890. 

Now, therefore, Ills Honour tho Lieutenant- 
Governor In Council, under tho authority of 
tho said Statutes, and of all others in that bo- 
half enabling, has been pleased to mako and 
doth hcroby make tho following rules nnd reg- 
ulations for holding a poll of the persons within 
the boundaries of tho proposed extension af-

3. Mr, Wm. King Hull, or such other per- 
son as may bore.iftor bo nominated, shall bo 
tho Hoturning Ollleer for tho purpose of taking 
i he votes. 

4. Tho poll shall bo taken by ballot on tho 
question ayo or no, wheth r tho presoi.t 
limits of the City of Victoria shall ho exto. ded 
to tho following boundaries:—

dation road ; thence northerly ahmg tho centre

tho same District, and havo resided on my 
pre-emption for ono year, (as tho case may be), 
and am a British Subject of tho full ago of 
twenty-ono years," 

7. Tho Roturning Officor sholl immediately 
after tho closing of tho polls open tho ballot 
box, count tho bnllots cast for ai d against tho 
pr~po6od extension, openly declnro tho rosuit 
of such voto, nnd sh ill immediately af forwards 
icturn tho ballots to the office of tho Provincial 
Secretary of tho Provinco, togahor with a 
report in writing signed by him, showing tho 
result of tho polling. 

8. In enso any question shall ariso touching 
any matter not comprehended within theso. 
Regulations, tho principles and provisions of 
tho " Election Regulation Act " may, so far as

— Lieut. Casey Killed by the Savages 
—Meagre Reports. 

I'inp. Ridok, Jan. 7.— Lite to-night Gen. 
Miles received official information oi the 
killing neur the lioatiles' camp of Lieut. 
C isey of the 22ml infantry, who had ven- 
tured too near the savages. He was shot 
through the head, Brooke who sent this 

^startling report also reports heavy firing in 
the (iit'cctiou of the hostile camp, and it is 

-. supposed that the Indians have attacked a 
division of troops or firod upon u p issing 
train. Lieut. Casey was one of the bright- 
est younr» olfioera in the army,

: and the scouts say that bands of AlTuphoes 
liave joined the hostile forces.

Many id" the hostilca came to get 
their meat, and when they received their 
•hare they galloped back to the village. 



THE NEGRO AM) HIS .SOCIAL 
STATUS. 

J. C. Prion In the January Forum. 

I have but one motive in answering the 
■question — ■" Does the Negro seek social 
equality?" It is that, through the permis- 
sion given me, I may say uuequivocally, 
"No," and thusfree the Negro from the impu- 
tation — an insult to his growing intelligence 
— that he is cudeavorine to reverse all his- 
tory hy demanding Social equality through 
legislative- enactment ami constitutional 
law. In fact, the matter of social equality, 
jis the term applies to the intercourse ol 
men In society, does not belong to the realm 
ol tho problematic. Passports to this arena 
are not usually written ill hieroglyphics. It 
hue always seemed to me that social equality 
if self-regulating, It is not subject to the 
laws of church or state. The social status 
can hardly be said to be determined by any 
fixed laws or principles. It is rather a 
«VeatUre of what arc termed the " usages of 

aoiilety ;" nnd society, at different periods 
of human history. aud in different parts ol 
the world, has ever had varying and uncor 
tain stand ards of equality. It is preposter- 
ous and absurd to say that a so-called alien 
race is forcing itaelf socially upon the so- 
called superior moo. Such a p isition im- 
plies too great a compliment to tllu Negro; 
for it argues that wliut tho laces of men 
tlio world over liavo failed to accomplish 
hitherto, he will secure, without law pi 
license, if be shall he granted what belong* 
to hint as a oiltzen, To a sincere and can- 
did miml, these stalenienls are amusing, to 
say the least.

Tho meas- 
urement of pirallax for the nearest j 
a'ar was far more difficult than it 
would be to measure tho ell pas fcr.ned by 
a penny slightly tilled from the horizontal 
a distance of two miles. After 
explaining the Nebular theory of 
Laplace, and showing how it ac- 
counted for the movements of the 
solar bodies, the lecturer passed on to the 
laws of Kepler on the orbits of planets, and 
to the discovery of Gravitation as the great 
hw from which Kepler's laws proceeded. 
The links were traced which connected the 
discoveries of Kepler, Galileo and Newton, 
and from observational DStion my the next 
step was to physical. The physical aspect 
of the earth deals with its shape, siza und 
movements, and the various ingenious de- 
vices by which those quantities und their 
consequences are scientifically demon- 
strated. The lecture was brought to a 
close by the reading of an eloquent passage 
of Prof. Miller's, upon tho possible effects 
of tho sun's resisting medium in gradually 
retarding the motion of the earth, (symp- 
toms of which retardation have already set 
ill) until having in the course of many ages 
become unfit to support life, or maintain it- 
self in its orbit, it eventually is druwn 
headlong into the sun.

THE BBHRING'S SEA CORRES- 
PONDENCE. 

(Oregonlnn, January 0th.) 
The correspondence in the liehring's Sea 
negotiation, sent to the Senate yesterday, 
adds little to what the public already knew 
of thu state of the dispute between tho 
United States und Great Britain. Ahovo 
all, it fails to muko clear the grounds upon 
which Mr. Blaine refuses to consent to an 
agreement for un arbitration, which, what- 
ever its bearing upon the right of the United 
States alono to police the Beh ring's Sea fish- 
eries, nt least holds uut tho promise of un 
international agreement for the protection 
of animal life there, 

Mr. Blaine exaggerates tho importance of 
maintaining tho rights of the United States 
to inako seizures ouside of tho three-mile 
limit in Behring'S Sea. A good many Ameri- 
cans doubt tho legality of the captures 
made in 1880 and 18S7. There would bu no 
discredit for this nation in tho judgment by 
an impartial court that those euptuies were 
unwarranted, und that wo must pay dama- 
ges for them. If tho same treaty that pro- 
vided for such arbitration led to an inter- 
national ugreement for tho preservation of 
tho seal fisheries f om extinction through 
their policing by tho vessels of several civi- 
lized nations interested in the seal trade, 
tho money paid in damuges would be well 
spent- 
Temperate and enlightened diplomacy 
ought too find it an easy matter to bring 
about an international ugreement for the 
preservation of animal life in liehring's Sea. 
Every commercial nation has the same in- 
terest in preserving the fur-bearing seals 
from extinction. It is a mistake to ap- 
proach the subject in a belligerent spirit, us 
one in which the interest of the United 
States is opposed to that of tho rest of the 
world. There is too much disposition to 
make the interest of the United States and 
that of the company having a monopoly of 
the right to kill seals common. Tho real 
case of the United States rests upon the im- 
portance to tho whole civilized world of 
preserving tho lust considerable colony of 
fur-bearing seals from the extinction which 
has overtaken the buffalo. A secretary of 
state with the tact and breadth of states- 
manship to approach the question from this 
side would probably have escaped the pain- 
ful alternative of national humiliation or 
disastrous war, which may be the final fruit 
of Mr. Blaine's diplomacy. 

There is nothing in tho correspondence, 
printed to-day, to relieve the general public 
apprehension that the bumptious and blus- 
tering diplomacy of Mr. Blaine has in- 
volved the United States in a more serious 
position than that in which his hist enter- 
prise of statecraft landed us. The Peruvian 
episode was unpleasunt enough ; but we 
have already experienced worse in the ne- 
cessity of a squaro buck-down bef to the 
British naval demonstration of last summer, 
and the history of next summer is yet to be 
written. There is not the least danger of 
war. The common sense of the American 
people wfll save us from war over half- 
imaginary dilference upon a matter rela- 
tively trilling ; but a policy of brag und 
bluster, of tricky evaaion and intemperate 
quibbling may bring about a state of rela- 
tions with a natural friendly nation only 
leas disastrous than actual war. 

FIRST AWAY. 

The Schooner Venture Clears for the West 
Coast. 

Almost all the sealing fleet arc now pre- 
paring for the early work along the coast, 
which will keep them busy from now until 
April or May, when they discharge their 
coast catches, and suil for Bearing's Sea. 
Cupt. Urquhart's littlo schooner, Venture, 
cimpleted her equipment, yesterday, signed 
h ir crew, und cleared for the West Coast. 
S ie ia commanded by Capt. Smith, and will 
go first to Cluyoquot, where she expects to 
procure Indian hunters. Her equipment 
comprises eight first-class canoes, und she 
will commence her hunting olf the Califor- 
nia coast. The Juanita expects to leave on 
Tuesday next, and the Maggie Mac will, iu 
all probability, get away next Wednesday. 
The Mary Ellen is receiving new sails, and 
the Triumph and Sapphire will be brought 
in to the wharf to refit, in a day or two. 
The Seattle schooner, Henry Dennis, Capt. 
Miner, master, has gone to Sati Francisco 
to refit, and will, this year, carry two coal 
oil launches, in addition to her ordinary 
equipment of live sealing boats.
